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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to the Applicants' Reasons for Requesting Pre- 
Appeal Brief Review of US "09/945,118", filed April 7, 2006. 

2. Claims 1-14 and 23-29 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

3. In view of Applicants 5 persuasive arguments presented in Applicants' 
Reasons for Requesting Pre-Appeal Brief Review of US "09/945,118", the finality 
of the action mailed on December 7, 2005 is hereby withdrawn. New grounds 
of rejections are set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 
§ 1 02 that form the basis for the rejection under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the 
United States. 

5. Claims 1-14 and 23-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by the admitted prior art (APA) and related information (concepts, 
documentations, guides, products, etc.; see http:/ /h50isi.u- 
psud. fr/ docmiage / oracle / doc/ paraserv.81 7 / a76934/ toe. htm 
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http://h50.isi.u- 

psud.fr/docmiage/oracle/doc/paraserv.817/a76934/chap9.htm#1009863 

) to Oracle8i™, which are incorporated by reference in the instant disclosure in 
their entirety, and of pages 1-4 of Applicant's background. 

Claim 1 

APA discloses at least: 

creating a new object (the new object is interpreted to mean "a new 
database," " a new table/' "a new record/' in the database context since this 
term is not specifically defined in the instant disclosure except at page 6, lines 
2-11 of the instant disclosure as indicated by Applicants in Applicants' 
Reasons for Requesting Pre- Appeal Brief Review of US "09/945,118", page 
1 of 5, last sentence; creation of a new database/ table/record is deemed 
inherent to the use/ maintenance of any database application) for use by a new 
instance of the application, using an existing object used by an existing instance of the 
application, said existing instance being one of the multiple instances of the application (see 
at least Chapter 9 of Oracle8/ Parallel Server Setup and Configuration 
Guide Release 2 (8.1.6) Part Number A76934-01, cited in Applicants' 
Background at page 4, last paragraph); 

setting up connectivity between the new instance and the network (see at least 
APA, p. 3, lines 10-20; p. 4, lines 3-21); and 

starting execution of the new instance of the application (see at 

least Chapter 9 of Oracle8/ Parallel Server Setup and 

Configuration Guide Release 2 (8.1.6) Part Number 

A76934-01, section Adding Instances and Nodes, task 9, 

i.e., Start the Database); 
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wherein the new instance of the application uses the new object, and 
the connectivity to access a resource shared by the multiple instances of the 
application (see at least APA. p. 1, lines 23-30); and 

wherein each instance of the application comprises a plurality of 
processes (see at least p. 2, line 24). 

Claim 2 

APA does not specifically disclose wherein said creating comprises: 
making a copy of said existing object; and 
renaming the copy using name of the new instance of the 
application. 

However, the above two steps are deemed inherent to 
Oracle8i™ as p. 2, lines 9-20 of Applicants background discusses the 
rollback process should a computer in an Oracle™ Parallel Server 
(OPS) fail. Without saving and renaming a copy of the new created 
object (e.g., database, table, or record, etc.), the rollback process 
cannot be effected as described. 

Claim 3 

APA further discloses wherein said creating comprises: 

automatically choosing a name for the new instance of the 
application (see at least Chapter 9 of Oracle8/™ Parallel 
Server Setup and Configuration Guide Release 2 (8.1.6) 
Part Number A76934-01, section Adding Instances and 
Nodes, task 7). 
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Claim 4 

APA does not specifically disclose wherein said setting up connectivity comprises: 

adding an entry for the new instance to a file in a computer to 
describe the new instance. 

However, this step is deemed inherent to Oracle82™ as p. 3 
of Applicants 5 Background discusses the failover process at p. 3, 
lines 13-20. Without the claimed adding step, the failover step 
would be inoperative. 

ClaimS 

APA further discloses , wherein said computer is hereinafter ' first 
computer*' and wherein said creating setting up connectivity, and starting execution 
are automatically performed in a second computer, and said act of setting up 
connectivity further comprising: 

said first computer communicating with said second computer (see at least p. 3, 
line 10 -p. 4, line 29). 

Claim 6 

APA farther discloses wherein said creating setting up connectivity, 
and starting execution are automatically performed in said computer (see at least 
Chapter 9 of Oracle8/™ Parallel Server Setup and Configuration 
Guide Release 2 (8.1.6) Part Number A76934-01, section Adding 
Instances and Nodes, task 7, except the manual step). 



Claim 7 
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APA further discloses wherein said creating, setting up connectivity 
and starting execution are automatically performed in a first computer, the method 
further comprising: 

displaying a list of computers in said plurality; and 
receivingfrom a user a selection of a second computer in said list (see at 
least Chapter 9 of Oracle8/™ Parallel Server Setup and 
Configuration Guide Release 2 (8,1.6) Part Number A76934-01, 
section Adding Instances and Nodes, task 7, "Uses Manual 
Methods," Task 1: Specify database and instance settings). 

Claim 8 

APA further discloses wherein: 

each computer in said list does not have any instance of said 
application (see at least Chapter 9 of Oracle8/™ Parallel 
Server Setup and Configuration Guide Release 2 (8.1.6) 
Part Number A76934-01, section Adding Instances and 
Nodes, task 7, "Uses Manual Methods," Task 1: Specify 
database and instance settings; it is noted that this process 
is to create manually a new database, thus there should not 
be any instance of the database). 

Claim 9 

APA further discloses wherein: 

at least one computer in said list already has at least one instance 
of said application (see at least Chapter 9 of Oracle8^™ Parallel 
Server Setup and Configuration Guide Release 2 (8.1.6) 
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Part Number A76934-01, section Adding Instances and 
Nodes, task 7, "Uses Manual Methods," Task 1: Specify 
database and instance settings; the table in paragraph 4 
would display any existing instance of the application if 
such an instance exists). 

Claim 10 

APA further discloses installing software for said application on said 
second computer if said second computer does not have said software (see at 
least Chapter 9 of Oracle8/™ Parallel Server Setup and 
Configuration Guide Release 2 (8.1.6) Part Number A76934-01, 
section Adding Instances and Nodes, Converting the Database 
from Single to Multi-instance, task 6, i.e., Install OracleSz™ 
Enterprise Edition and Oracle8/™ Parallel Server.) 

Claim 11 

APA further discloses setting up resources for said new instance in said 
second computer (set at least Chapter 9 of Oracle8/™ Parallel Server 
Setup and Configuration Guide Release 2 (8.1.6) Part Number 
A76934-01, section Adding Instances and Nodes, Converting the 
Database from Single to Multi-instance, tasks 1-5). 

Claim 12 

APA further discloses wherein said act of setting up connectivity 
comprises: 
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adding an entry for the new instance to a file shared across all computers (see at least 
Chapter 9 of Oracle8i™ Parallel Server Setup and Configuration Guide Release 
2 (8.1.6) Part Number A76934-01, section Adding Instances and Nodes, task 7, 
"Uses Manual Methods," Task 3, Set Operating-system Specific Configuration, 
e.g., oratab File on UNIX 

If you plan to use Oracle Enterprise Manager, manually create an entry in oratab file 
on each node. This file identifies the Oracle Parallel Server database. Oracle Enterprise 
Manager uses this file during service discovery to determine if the database is an Oracle 
Parallel Server and its database name). 

Claim 13 

Further discloses adding an entry for the new instance to a 
private file in each computer ({sec at least Chapter 9 of Oracle8i™ Parallel Server 
Setup and Configuration Guide Release 2 (8.1.6) Part Number A76934-01, 
section Adding Instances and Nodes, task 7, "Uses Manual Methods/ 5 Task 3, 
Set Operating-system Specific Configuration, 
e.g., oratab File on UNIX 

If you plan to use Oracle Enterprise Manager, manually create an 
entry in oratab file on each node. This file identifies the Oracle Parallel 
Server database. Oracle Enterprise Manager uses this file during service 
discovery to determine if the database is an Oracle Parallel Server and its 
database name). 



Claim 14 

APA further discloses wherein said act of creating new object comprises: 
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creating an entry for the new instance in a map file shared across all computers (see 
at least FIG. 1, items 5 and 6); 

wherein the map file identifies which instances are executing on which computers 
(see at least p. 3, lines 1-9). 

Claim 23 

Claim 23 recites a computer system comprising a plurality of computers and 
a shared resource, the computer system comprising means for performing a 
broader version of the method of claim 1. Therefore, the same rejection is applied. 

Claim 24 

Claim 24 recites a computer system comprising a plurality of computers and 
a shared resource, the computer system comprising means for performing the 
method step of claim 2. Therefore, the same rejection is applied. 

Claim 25 

Claim 25 recites the reverse procedure of the method of claim 1 which is 
covered by the rollback process briefly described in Applicants' Background at 
page 2, lines 9-20 and also covered by Oracle8/ Parallel Server Setup and 
Configuration Guide Release 2 (8.1.6), Chapter 3, Deleting the Databases). 
The features of Claim 25 are thus anticipated by the OPS Guide. 

Claim 26 

The rejection of base claim 1 is incorporated. APA and Oracle8/ Parallel 
Server Setup and Configuration Guide Release 2 (8.1.6), Chapter 3 does not 
specifically disclose making the new instance of the application more powerful or less 
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powerful than the existing instance of the application. However, the claimed 
characteristic "more powerful or less powerful" is deemed inherently disclosed 
in Oracle8/s Chapter 3, Custom Installation since the use can add more 
features to be installed, thereby rendering the application more versatile or 
powerful 

Claim 27 

The rejection of base claim 1 is incorporated. APA further discloses said 
resource comprises static configuration, the static configuration including information that 
remains in existence even after power is turned off to a computer having one of the instances 
(see at least FIG. 1, item 5 and related text in Applicants 5 Background at pp. 2- 
3). 

Claim 28 

The rejection of base claim 1 is incorporated. APA does not specifically 
disclose setting up at least one additional resource needed to bootstrap the new instance of the 
application. However, this step is deemed inherent the rollback and failover 
capabilities of Oracle8/ Parallel Server as briefly described in Applicants 5 
Background at pp. 2-4. Without the additional bootstrapping resource, the 
rollback and failover, and thus High Availability would be inoperative. 

Claim 29 

Rejections of base claim 1 and intervening claim 14 are incorporated. 
APA does not specifically disclose the shared map identifies a mapping between said 
instances of the application and computers in a cluster However, this step is deemed 
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inherently disclosed in the system illustrated in FIG. 1, items 5-6. Without this 
step, management of computers in any cluster would be impossible.
